Special election for 134th Pa. House seat 



Along with selection of candidates for the 
general election , voters in the 134th state 
House district will vote to immediately fill this 
seat, which was vacated by former State Rep. 
Doug Reichley when he became a Lehigh 
County judge after the 2011 election. Repub- 
lican Ryan Mackenzie faces Democrat Patrick 
Slattery in the special election. The winner 
will fill out the term, which expires at the end 
of this year. Mackenzie and Slattery were 
selected by their parties to run in the special 
election. 

In the regular primary April 24, Slattery is 
unopposed on the Democratic ballot in his bid 
to win his party's nomination for the fall 
general election. Mackenzie is also running 
for the GOP primary nomination in the 134th, 
and faces Arlene Dabrow on their party's 
primary ballot.

UNITED STATES PRESIDENT 

Duties 

The President is the head of state of the 
United States of America and is the Chief 
Executive Officer and Commander in 
Chief of all military forces. The powers of 
the President are described in the Consti- 
tution and federal law. The President 
appoints the members of the Cabinet, 
ambassadors to other nations and the 
United Nations, Supreme Court Justices 
and federal judges, subject to Senate 
approval. The President, along with the 
Cabinet and its agencies, is responsible 
for carrying out and enforcing the laws of 
the United States. The President may also 
recommend legislation to the United 
States Congress. 
How Elected 

Every four years, political parties nomi- 
nate candidates to run for President of 
the United States in a general election 
that is held on the first Tuesday in Novem- 
ber of years divisible by the number four. 
Although all parties use conventions to 
nominate their candidates, in most states 
the Democratic and Republican parties 



All voters in the district, whether they are 
registered in a party or not, may vote for one of 
these candidates. 

The 134th District includes the townships 
of Lower Macungie, Salisbury, South White- 
hall and Upper Milford and the boroughs of 
Alburtis, Emmaus and Macungie in Lehigh 
County and the townships of District, Here- 
ford and Washington and the boroughs of 
Bally and Bechtelsville in Berks County.

ABSENTEE VOTING 

Registered voters who are ill, disabled, or will 
be absent from the municipality on Election 
Day may vote by absentee ballot. Completed 
applications for absentee ballots must be 
received by the county Board of Elections by 5 
P.M., Tuesday, April 17. Completed absentee 
ballots must be received back at the Board of 
Elections by 5 P.M. on Friday, April 20. If an 
emergency arises (unexpected illness or 
business trip) after the Tuesday application 
deadline, call your county Board of Elections 
for information on emergency absentee 
voting. Proof of 

emergency may be required. An emergency 
application and ballot can be obtained and 
voted by 5 P.M. on Friday, April 20. Qualified 
electors who become ill or are called away 
from home by reason of occupation, business 
or duties, which fact was not known or could 



request for an absentee ballot with the ap- 
propriate Court of Common Pleas at any time 
prior to 8:00 P.M. on the day of the primary. 
Any disabled voter having questions regard- 
ing the accessibility of a polling place should 
consult their county Board of Elections.

ELECTION DAY PROBLEMS 

If your right to vote is challenged at the polls 
on Election Day and the problem cannot be 
resolved at the polling place, the judge of 
elections at the polling place should tele- 
phone the county Board of Elections. The 
problem could be resolved by phone if your 
name appears on the county records. If it 
does not and you want to try to resolve the 
problem, then you can go in person to the 
county Board of Elections where a judge from 
the Court of Common Pleas will be on duty to 
resolve election problems. Alternatively you 
can ask for and vote by provisional ballot. If it 
is later determined that you were eligible to 
vote your ballot will be counted. You will be 
given instructions on how to determine if your 



NEW IDENTIFICATION REQUIREMENTS 

Starting with the November general election, 
all voters will be required to show a photo ID 
before voting at a polling place. All photo IDs 
will have to be current and contain an expira- 
tion date, unless noted otherwise. Accept- 
able IDs include: 

Photo IDs issued by the U.S. Federal Govern- 
ment or the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania: 
Pennsylvania driver's license or non-driver's 
license photo ID (IDs are valid for voting pur- 
poses^ months past expiration date) 
Valid U.S. passport (not expired) 
U.S. military ID— active duty and retired mil- 
itary (a military or veteran's ID must desig- 
nate an expiration date or designate that the 
expiration date is indefinite).

Delegates to this summer's 
national political convention are 
elected at this time. The dele- 
gates choose the party's nomi- 
nees for President and Vice 
President and write party plat- 
forms. Alternates have no vote 
unless they replace a delegate. 
Pennsylvania delegates - both 
Republican and Democrat - are 
not bound by the results of the 
state's Presidential Preference 
Primary. 

Democratic candidates for dele- 
gate run as committed to a 
presidential candidate, and that 
information is on the ballot, 
including the name of the candi- 
date to whom the delegate is 
committed. Democratic dele- 
gates are committed to a given 
delegate on the first convention 
ballot only, and may be released 
by the candidate prior to that. 
Democratic voters may vote for 
any combination of delegates 
they choose. It does not have to 
coincide with their expression of 
preference for a presidential 
candidate. Delegates are elected 
as individuals, even if committed 
to a candidate, and no voter has 
to choose the entire slate of 
delegates for one candidate. 



While Republican candidates for 
delegate may publicly express a 
preference for a particular presi- 
dential candidate, that informa- 
tion does not appear on the 
ballot, and they are not commit- 
ted to vote for a particular candi- 
date
